BRIBE OF COUNCIL 
MEMBERS DENIED 


Councilman Ford De- 


- clares Probe of Purchase 


Is Plareback Due to His 
Election to Council. 


Declaring the probe of the purchase 
of Perkerson park a political flare- 
back due to his election to city coun- 
cil and denying that any member of 
city council voted to buy the 429- 
acre tract on the promise of any re- 
ward, Councilman Charles M. Ford, 
of the tenth ward, in which the’ par- 
cel is located, Monday night held the 
spotlight as the star witness in the 
investigation which a special council 
committee inaugurated. 

Nearly a score of witnesses took 
the stand in the exhaustive probe. 
Taking of testimony was completed, 
but the verdict of the probing body 
will not be known until the court 
stenographer completes transcription 
of the record, which will be within 
the next few days, it was announced 
by Alderman William B. Hartsfield, 
of the third ward and chairman of 


the committee. 
Witness Arrested. 


The feature of the hearing was the 
arrest of Sam P. Cronheim, real es- 
tate agent who handled the deal, for 
failure to answer questions of the 
committee regarding disposals of the 
commission money. 

Mr. Cronheim contended that it was 
a personal matter, and was adamant 
in his decision to “protect my clients 
confidence.” Mr. Hartsfield appealed 
to City Attorney James L. Mayson 
for a definition of the powers of the 
committee. : 

“The committee can place the wit- 
ness under arrest for the remainder of 
the session, but can not hold him 
longer,” Mr. Mayson ruled. ' 

This was done, and Mr. Cronheim 
was ordered to remain in the city 
council chamber where the hearing 
took place. 

Bribe Report Denied. 

Every one of the witnesses testi- 
fied that no member of city council 
participated in so far as he knew, in 
the $20,000 commission paid for the 
$29,000 deal, the largest real estate 
transaction in which the city of At- 
lanta has ever been involved. 

Former Alderman Charles M. Ford, 
of the tenth ward, declared that he 
received approximately $8,900 in 
commissions but that this was after 
he had retired from city council and 
before his election, July 16, to fill 
the unexpired term of Councilman T. 
Frank Callaway, resigned. 

He scored the resolution calling 
for the probe on the grounds that Al- 
derman G. Everett Millican, author, 
had been connected in rumors with 
having received a part of. the com- 
missions, 

“It was purely cheap, petty poli- 
tics on the part of a man who was 
defeated,” Mr. Ford charged. “The 
author of the paper calling for the 
probe threatened to introduce it in 
the event that I was elected to coun- 
cil over his opposition. He sat in 
this body from January until July 
without ever hearing his name linked 
with the purchase of the tract before, , 
but within 30 minutes after my elec- 
tion, he was suddenly connected with 
it and demanded a probe.” 

Ford Elected To Council. 

At the meeting at which the paper 
was offered calling for the inquiry, 
Mr. Ford was elected to fill the va- 
ceancy left by retirement of Mr. Cal- 
laway over J. R. Curtis, who was 
sponsored by Alderman Millican, 

Admits Not Speaking. 

Mr. Millican admitted, under cross- 
examination by Paul Etheridge, at- 
torney, that he had not spoken to 
Mr. Ford in six months. 

When asked if he and Mr. Ford 
ever had any differences, he replied 
“T hope so.” 

While testimony at the hearing 
failed to reveal that any member of

Candidate for Senate Says 
Plot To Violate Federal 
Poll Laws Is Evident in 
State. 


Knoxville, Tenn., July 30.—()— 
Judge John R. Neal, of Knoxville, 
candidate for the democratic nomina- 
tion for United States senator from 
Tennessee today called on Attorney 
General John G. Sargent to use the 
agencies of the federal government 
to prevent conspiracy in Shelby coun- 
ty Thursday, date of the primary. 

In a telegram to the United States 
attorney general he asserts that the 
district attorney from the western dis- 
trict of Tennessee has failed or re- 
fused to take cognizance of the al- 
leged conspiracy which involves the 
voting of thousands of negroes, by 
the republican organization of Shelby 
in the democratic primary. 

“More than two weeks ago, by 
letter,’’ the telegram says, “I called 
the attention of the United States 
district attorney of the western dis- 
trict to an open and widespread con- 
spiracy in Memphis to violate the 
federal election law. Later I wired 


6 district attorney to the same ef- 
ect, 

“The district attorney has failed to 
respond to either my letter or tele- 
gram. 

“I am convinced that this failure 
is due to the fact that the republican 
organization is a part of said con- 
spiracy, as evidenced by the fact that 
a notorious negro leader, head of the 
republican organization, is working 
in, conjunction with the vicious Crump 
machine to secure the illegal partici- 
pation of thousands of negro voters 
in the democratic primary. I am

ASSERTS DRY LAW 
NOT ENDANGERED 


Enforcement of Prohi 
Law Under Republican 
Regime Declared ‘Farce’ 
by Senator. 


In a ringing and comprehensive 
statement, United States Senator Wil- 
liam J. Harris Monday pledged him- 
self to support Governor Al Smith 
for the presidency, and called upon 
southern democrats to rally solidly 
behind the nominees of the party in 
the battle against the republicans. 
Declaring that the prohibition laws 
will not be endangered by the election 
of Governor Smith and reviewing his 
own record as a prohibitionist during 
his entire public life, Senator Harris 
said the elimination of the prohibi- 
tion issue leaves no other matter of 


such importance as to bring about a} 


division in the ranks of the democrats 
this year. 

Senator Harris said if he believed 
the prohibition laws would be endan- 
gered by the election of Governor 
Smith he would not vote for the nomi- 
nee. The senator said he had attend- 
ed the Houston convention himself 
and had worked to see that the party 
adopted the dryest possible plank in 


its platform. He said the nominee 
agreed to run on this plank and that 
this eliminatés any danger that the 
prohibition laws will be repealed. 
On the other hand, the _ senator 
pointed out, the enforcement of the 
prohibition laws under the republican 
party is “a farce.” He said the en- 
forcement was placed under Secretary 
Mellon’s direction and that “no seri- 
ous attempt has been made by the re- 
publicans to enforce this law.” 
Georgia G. 0. P. Is Negro Party. 
Referring to the republican party 
in Georgia, Senator Harris declared 
that it is a negro party and always 
has been a party of the negro. He 
said Ben Davis, republican national 
committeeman, names all appointees in 
Georgia and that white men from this 
state have little or no influence in 
the matter of appointments, 
The republican nominee, Herbert 
Hoover, holds the traditional#republi- 
can view as to the negro and proved 
this recently when he revoked an order 
in his department of commerce which 
required negro and white employees 
to work in separate quarters, Sena- 
tor Harris said. Hoover's new order

FARMERS FAVOR 
HUSTON PLANK 


Protective Measure Is 
Needed, Head of Federa- 
tion Tells Alabama 
Agrarian Congress. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 30.—(/)— 
Farmers are entitled to a measure in 
law that will do for agriculture what 
the protective tariff has done for in- 
dustry, Sam H. Thompson, of Chicago, 
president of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, declared here today 
at the annual meeting of the Alabama 
Farm Bureau Federation. 

Thompson, in an interview after 
the meeting, said he was satisfied 
with the farm relief plank incorporated 
in the democratic platform adopted at 
Houston. 

Satisfied With Plank 

“We are seeking governmental leg- 
islation that would put agriculture 
on an equal economic basis with other 
industries,” Mr. Thompson said. ‘The 
government would not only be required 


to give such necessary assistance to 
cooperative or other marketing agen- 
cies as would allow the spreading of 
the cost of handling the farm surplus 
over the entire marketing unit of the 
community. 

“The democratic plank seems to 
cover these principles. 

“The republican plank? The repub- 
lican farm plank in general says what 
it did in 1924.” 

Continuing, Mr. Thompson said: 

“The tariff has protected industry’s 
bargaining power, labor and transpor- 
tation have had their protective leg- 
islation, and it is reflected in increased 
prices in those fields. 

“But what of the farmer? He will 
always have a surplus, yet he should 
not suffer a depression because of it. 

Not Political Organization. 

“We have fought hard for a meas- 
ure in law that will do for agricul- 
ture what the protective tariff has 
done for industry, and twice it has 
gone successfully through congress. 
Again this year as usual we presented 
our desires to both political parties 
as they sat in convention. 

“It is not our fault that the mat- 
ter is in politics, for this is not a po- 
litical organization. We shall con- 
tinue to fight for those principles that 
will deal out economic equality for 
agriculture and I believe we will get 
what we are fighting for before long.”

VANADIAN BANDITS 
ESUAPE INTO U. 8. 


Border Inspector’s Car 
Riddled With Machine 
Gun Bullets as Bank 
Robbers Rush to Safety. 


Winnipeg, Man., July 30.—(United 
News.)—Turning a machine gun on 
the car of William Henneberry, senior 
inspector of the United States border 
patrol, five men, believed to be the 
bandits who robbed two bank messen- 
gers in Winnipeg of $25,000 today, 
shot their way to liberty six miles east 
of Lawton, N. D., late this afternoon.

New Orleans, July. 30.—(4)—Five 
men were held by police for question- 
ing tonight in connection with the 
holdup of the Freret branch of the 
Interstate bank here today when the 
institution was robbed of $11,000. 

Those whom police apprehended 
were Fred Kelly and Roy Montgom- 
ery, both, of whom have been arrested 
and charged in connection with other 
holdups; Ed Bailey and his brother, 
William, and Fred Deibel, Jr., an ex- 
convict. Montgomery recently was ac- 
quitted in a jewelry shop robbery. 

During the robbery a masked bandit 


with two guns occupied the entrance 
to the bank with his weapons trained 
on the cages while the other men 
forced three employees and two patrons 
of the bank into the cages with their 
faces to the wall and compelled them 
to stoop over with the palms of their 
hands against the wall, while the 
cashier's cage and the vault were 
looted.

To all appearances, unconcerned 
over any phase of the political situ- 
ation Governor Smith held his daily 
press conference under a tree on the 
front lawn at Canoe Placé inn, his 
vacation headquarters here. With 
his family, he had eaten a late break- 
fust, and had come out into the open 
to read the morning papers.

the opening of the new term. 

The board of education in formal 
session at 4:30 o'clock in the city 
council chamber summarily rejected 


all bids for erection of the additions 
to Commercial High, George Avenue, 
Forrest Avenue, Adair and Goldsmith 
white schools and the South Atlanta 
negro institution on the grounds of 
excessive prices, bids ealling for an 
expenditure of $420,000, while the 
amount set up for the improvements 
was only $289,000. 

New bids will be opened August 16 
and at the same time bids for shades 
for the Capitol View, Stanton, Davis, 
Ormewood and Hoke Smith white 
schools will be opened. 

The board approved recommenda- 
tiowpof the bond commission to accept 
a bid offered by Charles Lewis for 
substitution of stucco in the place of 
plaster at a saving of several thou- 
sand dollars on the new schoo) for 
which bids will be opened August 16. 

Arbitration of the fire loss on the

RAVAGED BY FLOOD 


Huge Property Damage 
Wrought as Streams 
Quit Banks; Hundreds 
Are Left Homeless.

Hays, Kan., July 30.—()—West- 
ern Kansas today experienced one of 
the worst floods in its history fol- 
lowing heavy rains, which are un- 
usual in this semi-arid region. , 

Property damage here was estimat- 
ed at several hundred thousand dol- 
lars. While more than 300 families 
were forced to flee their homes early 


today when the rapidly rising waters 
of Big creek inundated the most fash- 
ionable residence se¢tion, no less of 
life was reported. 

Traffic was interrupted over a wide 
area when the torrents washed out 
bridges and flooded roads and rail- 
road tracks. Additional overflows far- 
ther down the river valleys were fore- 
cast -by the government weather bu- 
reau at Topeka. 

With the weather clearing through- 
out most of the state, the weather 
observer said the downpours which 
drenched Kansas apparently were 
ended.

A much different feeling greeted 
the group on their trip through Ger- 
many today than the enthusiastic 
send-off which marked their departure 
from Copenhagen Sunday nigit when 
Nobile, deeply moved, distributed 
flowers among a cheering throng. 

Curious crowds gathered at the va- 
rious stations along the route; de- 
spite efforts of German railway offi- 
cials to keep details of the trip secret. 
Some of the stations were heavily 
policed and bystanders were warned 
not to approach the platform as the 
train halted for brief stops. Fear of 
hostile demonstrations was reported 
to be the reason for the authorities’ 
action.

New Bedford, Mass., July 30.—(/) 
The national guard with fixed bayo- 
net tonight cleared a mob gstimated 
at 10,000 persons from the vicinity 
of the central police station, where it 
had gathered in a demonstration 
against retention of several score of 
textile strike picketers, 

Some stones were hurled as the 
guardsmen—8O men of battery BH, 
coast artillery—appeared on the scene. 
But the crowd fel? back quickly under 
the menace of the advancing blades. 
The only casualty reported was a re- 
serve police officer, struck ‘in the 
chest by a missile. 

Quiet Is Restored. 

Quiet was restored after the streets 
had been cleared for” two blocks on 
each side of the station. Squads of 
soldiers tonight replaced policemen on 
duty in the center of the city and 
took up the task of directing traffic 
at important corners. 

The round-up of picketers this after- 
noon resulting in 246 prisoners barely 
had been completed when the crowds 
began gathering around the central 
station. 


Prisoners Noisy. 


At first the assemblage was or- 
derly but inside the jail the prison- 
ers sang, shouted and banged on the 
walls, As-the crowd centinued to

WAR BAN CALLED 
DISARMAMENT AlD 


London, July 30.—(/)—Express- 
ing the hope that the Kellogg pact 
by which war would be outlawed.as 
a national policy, will be “a most 
valuable security to peace,” Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, today reviewed in 
the house of commons the progress 
of disarmament. He also diseussed 
the British policy in Egypt and China. 

The secretary said he had hoped to 
keep the disarmament question en- 
tirely separate from the Kellogg pact, 
although he admitted that this treaty 
undoubtedly would be a factor which 
would need to be taken into account. 

Near Agreement With France. 

Then he announced that the gov- 
ernment has had successful conversa- 
tions with France respecting differ- 
ences which had arisen between the 
two governments over naval <isarma- 
ment. He said that he was about to 
submit to the other principal naval 
powers the compromise agreement 
which had been reached, hoping there 
by to remove obstacles to the prog- 
ress of the disarmament idea. Until 
this has been done, he said, he could 
give no details, but he stated that 
the compromise was on naval issues 
which had arisen in the previous dis- 
armament conference. 

Sir Austen indicated that the first 
open discussion of a eompromise would 
probably be by the preparatory dis- 
armament commission. 

He then took up the British reser 
vations in the recent note sent to 
Secretary Kellogg and said that they 
compared with the Monroe doctrine of 
the United States. He said that no 
doctrine of aggression was contained 
in the ‘ritish reservations but that 
they constituted a measure of self-de- 
fense necessitated by the geographical 
conditions of the empire. 

Answers Critics. 

The British note reserved freedom 
of action in certain fields of its em- 
pire and this is understood to apply 
especially to Egypt, the Sudan and 
India, 

Mr. Chamberlain defended himself 
from adverse criticisms respecting the 
seeming delay in formulation of the 
British reply. He said this delay had 
not been unduly long and he hoped 
it would be his good fortune to go to 
Paris next month and participate in 
the signing of the pact. 
ce, his pact,” said Mr. Chamberlain, 
is a recognition of the horror of war 
and the fact that war is something 
which sh.uld be only a last resort 
How much more the treaty will be will. 
in my opinion, depend not on any en- 
gagements taken by the United States 
government, but on how the rest of 
the \,urld thinks the United States 
is going to judge the action of an 
aggressor and whether that covern- 
ment is going to help or hinder him 
in his aggression. 

“If American opinion ranges itself 
behind its own treaty, then indeed the 
treaty will be:n most formidable de- 
terrent to war and an additional and 
mo‘ valuable security to peace.

Mosques. 


Turkey has westernized in impor- 
tant ways already. She has abhol- 
ished the Caliphate, closed conven- 
tual schools, done away with the fez 
and permitted women to be unveiled. 
Now the university commission ap- 
pointed to study and recommend the 
lines which religious reform should 
follow has made a report. In effect, 
it changes the Turkish mosque, a 
place of quietness and beauty, into a 
western church with pews. The re- 
port suggests these measures: Better 
provision for the upkeep of mosques; 
installation. of seats and cloak rooms 
so that worshipers need not remove 
their shoes; sermons and all services 
to be conducted in the Turkish lan- 
guage (instead of Arabic); ‘prayers 
to be intoned in harmony, so as to 
produce an agreeable impression on 
the “souls of believers;’’ muezzins 
and imans with good voices to be se 
lected to be introduced’ into the 
mosques. According to the present 
Moslem practice in Turkey, the act 
of prayer in a mosque is a physical, 
as well as a devotional exercise, and 
it is difficult to see how room could 
be found for this if pews or seats 
are introduced. .

M. Briand’s 
Shoe. 


An amusing story about a _ shoe 
which once belonged to Monsieur Aris- 
tide Briand in his struggling journal- 
istic days is geing the rounds in Par- 
is. The* shoe, which was _ recently 
offered for sale by a French dealer, 
was submitted as a souvenir of the 
statesman, and was “guaranteed’’ to 
have been in his former possession. 
It was a somewhat battered relic, 
however, and realized only 20 francs, 
and that only after considerable hag- 
The shoe, a 
solitary relic, without a “partner” 
revealed, that M. Briand, like lesser 
lights in history, has been afflicted 
with corns. In his early newspaper 
days it was his custom to play cards 
after dinner each evening in the cafe 
in the Rue du Croissent, where Jean 
Jaures met his death on the eve of 
the world war. Whenever his “pet 
corn’ would begin to ache, however, 
M. Briand would remove his _ shoe, 
placing it beside him upon the plush- 
covered bench, and if arguments 
arose Briand would use the shoes to 
emphasize his points. One night, 
the story runs, a fire broke out in 
a neighboring cafe, and the card play- 
ers abandoned their game in the éx- 
citement. M. Briand also abandoned 
his shoe, and when he hobbled back 
to the table half an hour later the 
shoe had disappeared. It was found 
weeks later behind the kitchen stove.

The line—known as the “American 
Palmetto’’—-is to be sold to private 
interests if bids are satisfactory on 
August 27. The requirements are 
that there shall be 24 sailings a year 
as a minimum instead of 48 as at 
present. The service is of inesti- 
mable benefit to the territory served, 
and yet any serious curtailment, such 
as made possible by the advertisement 
for bids, will seriously hamper the 
same. 

Under the merchant marine act of 
1928 the government is authorized to 
make mail contracts with these lines, 
flying the American flag, and under 
private ownerships, in order to en- 
able them to meet the deficits in op- 
eration, 


President Trosdal is organizing a 
private purchase of the Palmetto line, 
with the hope that the government 
will offer it a mail contract, as it has 
to the North Atlantic, Pacific and 
gulf lines. 


Mr. Trosdal’s Views. 


In an interview with The Constitu- 
tion Monday he said: 

“The American Palmetto line was 
operated by the Carolina Company of 
Charleston prior to August, 1925, 
when it was sold to the Caroline com- 
pany, who operated the service for 
their own account for approximately 
four months when they were forced to 
turn the vessels back to the shipping 
board on account of the loss sus- 
tained in the operation. The service 
was allocated to us in April, 1926, 
and has been operated by us since 
that time. During the fiseal year 
ending June 30, 1927, we had 63 sail- 
ings in the Palmetto line service, and 
during the fiscal year just ended, we 
had 47 sailings. We operate a reg- 
ular schedule westbound as well as 
eastbound, with regular calls at Jack- 
sonville, Charleston and Savannah, 
and occasionally at Wilmington, N. 
C., with two monthly sailings on the 
15th and last of every month to Bre- 
men, Hamburg, Rotterdam and Ant- 
werp, and a similar schedule to Liw 
erpool, Manchester and occasionally 
Glasgow. The steamers included in 
our service are 7,825 tons deadweight, 
and are operated on approximately a 
10-knot schedule, but the steamers 
are capable of making, and have made, 
12 knots when conditions have war- 
ranted a faster service. 

“The mail provision of the mer- 
chant marine act of 1928 authorizes 
the postmaster general to award mail 
contracts to American flag vessels 
maintaining regular srvices in the for- 
eign trade, and fixes the compensation 


for. such service. Inasmuch as the 
merchant marine act of 1928 is de- 
scribed as ‘An act to further devel- 
op an American merchant marine, to 
assure its permanence in the trans- 


United States,’ it is fair to assume 
that the mail provision is intended to 
further the purpose described. 


“The postoffice department has re- 
cently awarded a number of mail con- 
tracts, and yesterday’s Journal of 
Commerce carries an article, accord- 
ing to which the American Export 
line, operating from the North Atlan- 
tic to Mediterranean ports, has been 
awarded a mail contract which it is 
estimated will yield its owners an an- 
nual compensation of $1,050,000. The 
American Export line operates steam- 
ers of identically the same type, con- 
struction and speed as are employed in 
the American Palmetto line, so that 
the two lines may be said to be on 
an identical performance basis, except 
possibly for the more frequent sail- 
ings maintained by the American Ex- 
port line. Naturally the amount of 
mail originating in the South Atlan- 
tie territory, suitable for transpor- 
tation by a freight service, will be an 
important factor, but our information 
leads us to believe that there is a 
large amount of parcel post originat- 
ing in this territory, sufficient to form 
the basis of a mail contract, and it is 
our opinion that the only American 
flag service operating in the trans-At- 
lantic trade from South Atlantic ports, 
has a very good claim under the 
merchant marine act, on such aid as 
can be extended under the mail provi- 
sion of said act.” 


Government’s Operative Losses. 


Mr. Trosdal would not venture a 
guess as to the total amount of money 
spent by the shipping board in the 
interest of the south Atlantic trade. 
but gave the operating deficit of the 
Palmetto line as between $500,000 and 
$750,000 per year. He did not say 
whether or not he expected to buy the 
Palmetto line, but stated that he is 
working on a proposal and expects to 
sumbit one. 


As to the prospect of eliminating 
the present heavy operating deficit 
of the line, if taken over for private 
account Mr. Trosdal expressed the 
opinion that it would naturally be a 
very difficult and arduous task, and 
that. it can only be accomplished by 
rigid economy and provided the pur- 
chaser receives the whole-hearted sup- 
port which he feels the line is entitled 
to by the reason of its operating rec- 
ord during the past two years, and 
particularly during the British coal 
strike the fall of 1926 when the ship- 
ping board released a large amount of 
tonnage for use in the Palmetto line 
service and not only prevented a seri- 
ous congestion, and probably an em- 
bargo, at the ports of Savannah and 
Charleston, but by giving the shippers 
the benefit of freight rates far below 
the high charter rates current at the 
time saved the south Atlantie ship- 
pers thousands of dollars. He par- 
ticularly criticized the lukewarm sup- 
port received from the shippers in the 
territory served and seemed to think 
that their indifferent attitude was 
largely responsible for the present ex- 
cessive operating cost of the service. 

Mr. Trosdal further expressed the 
hope that the granting of a mail con- 


tract would help to put the service 
on a paying basis.

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~-FILMS ARE SHOWN 


Rochester, N. Y., July 30.—()— 
Amateur motion pictures, reproducing 
scenes in full natural colors, were 
shown here for the first time today 


by George Eastman to a group of 
scientists and other public men. 

The new process, utilizing a three- 
color “light filter’ and a new film 
with minute cylindrical lenses, is the 
eameupation of years of experimenta- 
ion. 

With the light filter and the special 

film, the veriest amateur photogra- 
phers, it is claimed, can make motion 
pictures which represent the accurate 
and brilliant reproduction of every 
color and shade in nature. 

All the amateur need do is insert 
the color filter in his home movie 
camera and thread in the special 
film. > 

The new film, which is termed the 
radically new element in the process, 
instead of having the usual smooth 
surface, has the side opposite the sen- 
sitive coating embossed with cylin- 
drical lenses so minute as to be in- 
visible. These lenses, a part of the 
film itself and made of film substance, 
would each look, if greatly magnified, 
like a rib of a corrugated iron roof. 

They run lengthwise of the film 
and .each is  one-five-hundred and 
fifty-ninth of an inch in width. 


These small lenses separate the 
rays of light which pass through the 
three segments of the three-colored 
light filter and into the camera. Each 
of the three colors of the filter—red, 
green and blue—lets into the camera 
from the scene before the camera only 
the light rays of its own color. The 
different colored light rays register on 
the film only as black and white, but 
the tiny lenses embossed on the film 
so distribute the light rays that the 
different colors register on the film 
emulsion as a distinct black and white 
impression for «ach color at that 
point, 

When the film is projected the light 
from the machine shines out through 
the tiny lenses on the film and through 
the projector lense and each ray is 
directed through the proper color on 
the projector light filter to fall in its 
proper place on the screen. The com- 
bination of the three filter colors— 
red, green and blue—gives every pos- 
sible natural color.

WILLIAM ALLEN WHITE 
UNLEASHES NEW ATTACK. 

New York, July 30.—(?)—William | 
Allen White, editor of the Emporia, 
Kans., Gazette tonight made public 
the results of the two weeks’ study 
made for him of the New York assem- 
bly Journal to show “the record of 
Governor Alfred E. Smith as it af- 
fects the saloon and the allies of the 
saloon, made by him as assemblyman 
during the first dozen years of his 
political career.” 

The record shows, Mr. White says, 
that as a member of the assembly 
Governor Smith favored the old-time 
“wide open, untrammelled, unregulat- 
ed saloon,” and voted against measures 
introduced for the purpose of putting 
restrictions upon it.

Record as Young Man.

“We 
find him voting to require that a vio- 
lation must occur twice in one year 
instead of in two years for the sa- 
loonkeeper to be a_ second offender, 
that if he breaks the law only once a 
year he should be permitted to get

“Now, what about the relations of | 
that saloon to the gambler and the} 
prostitute?

At Wakeenev- hundreds 
were found drowned in the . _ rthouse 
square following a_ seven-inch - rain 
which sent all streams out of their 
banks. 

The Smoky Hill river was out of 
its.banks at Salina and Ellsworth and 
was rising rapidly. Several families 
had been driven from their homes 
near Lincoln: by the Saline river and 
others were preparing to move as the 
water continued to rise. 

The floods have caused serious de- 
lay to Union Pacific railroad trains 
and considerable damage to the rail- 
road’s property.

with the repair program as soon as 
possible. The fire, which Mr. Ritchie 
declared undoubtedly of incendiary 
origin, occurred last Wednesday night. 


$51,000 Is Needed. 


In considering the amount neces- 
sary for operation and maintenance 
of the new junior high schools and ad- 
ditions to the Hoke Smith and other 
junior high schools, it developed that 
about one-third of the $51,000, which 
is sought, will be needed for operation 
and maintenance and the remaining 
sum for instructional services. 


“When we made up the budget at 
the beginning of the year, we were 
explicit in saying that no money had 
been provided for additional teaching 
forces,” Willis A. Sutton, superinten- 
dent of schools, said. 

“We, therefore, asked city council 
to set up $51,000 to permit operation 
of the new schools in the June finance 
sheet. That sum was not voted. Un- 
less we get additional money, I do 
not see how we can proceed to nomi- 
nate teachers for the posts and to 
open the schools. 


“Atlanta is spending only about 
two-thirds as much as other cities of 
its size and sehool population expend 
per capita on education, and even with 
the amount we are asking, the classes 
will be heavily overloaded. Our main- 
tenance program is less than half that 
of other cities of the country. 


“T am recommending that we defer 
nomination of a faculty for operation 
of the two new junior high schools, 
teachers for Boys’ and Tech High, 
Girls’ High, Commercial High schools 
and 35 additional teachers for the 
elementary schools until the matter is 
placed before council for action. 
Manifestly it would be unfair to nom- 
inate and elect teachers without 
funds with which to pay their sala- 
ries.” 

“At the beginning of the school 
vear, we announced that the school 
department would live within its bud- 
get,” George Powell, president of the 
board, who left a sick bed to attend 
the meeting, announced. ‘“‘We are go- 
ing to do that. There was a distinct 
understanding that we could not em- 
ploy other teachers with the available 
funds, and I see no way to open the 
schools unless we are able to obtain 
more money. 

“We are faced with a situation of 
having new schools constructed from 
bond funds, but insufficient money 
with which to operate them. We must 
(lo something to relieve the situation.”

Auteuil, France, July 30.—-(%)— 
With the brilliant little Henri Cochet 


handing Big Bill Tilden the first 
straight set beating of his Davis cup 
eareer, the famous tennis musketeers 
of France today retained the trophy 
by routing the American challengers 
by a margin of four matches to one. 

The defeat was the most decisive 
suffered by a United States Davis cup 
team since the clean sweep of the 
Australians over Maurice McLoughlin 
and his mates in New Zealand in 1911. 

Sven fhe veteran and mainstay, 
Tilden, could not stand before the 
fusillade, the sharp shooting Cochet 
riddling him by scores of 9-7, 8-6, 6-4 
in the most crushing Davis cup reverse 
Big Bill has known in his nine solid 
years of play. With Cochet’s triumph 
came the end of American hopes of re- 
capturing the cup this year since it 
‘gave France the required three vic- 
tories out of five, but even then the 
French did not stop. Rene Lacoste 
dreve home the final blow by polishing 
off John Hennessey in four sets, 4-6, 
6-1, 7-5, 6-3. 

Cochet’s Great Work. 

Just as the challenge round at Ger- 
manteown a year ago, in which the 
French won the cup for the first time 
was a personal triumph for Lacoste 
most of all, the remarkably successful 
defensive battle waged by the French 
on these courts for the last four days 
was largely due to the great work of 
Cochet. He was in on every victory 
won by his team, accounting for Hen- 
nexsey and Tilden singlehanded and 
pairing with Borotra to beat back Big 
Bill and Frank Hunter in the doubles. 

By the swift and decisive manner 1n 
which the former ball boy from Lyons 
conquered the great Tilden, who prov- 
ed on Friday that he is by no means 
through by beating his old rival, La- 
eoste, in the opening match, Henri 
made an impressive bid for the un- 
official title of world’s champion, the 
erown that belonged to Lacoste in 
1927. 

Despite the fact that Tilden failed 
to win a set, the match in which he 
bowed to Cochet was hard fought and 
packed with tennis drama. The turn- 
ing point came in the second set when 
Tilden had a lead of five games to 
two and was at set point no fewer 
than seven times but could not put 
nceross the needed punch. The tantaliz- 
jng Cochet again and again took the 
point right out of the Americans 
hands, meanwhile drawing steadily 
closer, and finally won the set, 8-6. 
It was one of the greatest rallies in 
the career of Cochet who is world fa- 
mous for his ability to come from be- 
hind. 

Tilden’s Big Chance. 

Tilden needed that set badly and 
had he captured it he might have had 
n chance to win’ as a rest period fol- 
lows the third set, but Henri did not 
wish to have it so.

The spectacle of Ryan, who had 
been boosted to succeed Fitzsimmons 
as king of the middleweights, cut to 
ribbons and staggering all over the 
ring round after round, was one those 
who witnessed it will never forget. 
The Syracusan and his backers post- 
mortemedly contended he had held his 
former “human punching bag” too 
cheaply, and neglected to train. Oth- 
ers, sophisticated in the devious inner 
workings of the cauliflower industry 
of the period, were satisfied to regard 


the whole thing as just another initia- 


tion into the mysteries of the ancient 
and noble order of the double-cross, 
performed in accordance with an up- 
to-date, revised ritual and with “en- 
tirely new and original scenic and 
lighting effects,” as the old-time lurid 
melodramatic playbills would express 
it.

Olympic Stadium, Amsterdam, July 
30—(/)—A pink-cheeked young Eng: 
lish nobleman, a Canadian schoolboy 
sprinter and a robust Irish doctor 
from County Cork combined forces 
this afternoon to steal the Olympic 
show for the British Empire as 
America experienced one of the worst 
series of track and field setbacks she 
has ever known. 

The crowning touch of three sue- 
cessive Yankee disasters came when 
Percy Williams, 19-year-old Canadian 
boy, outraced the pick of the world’s 
sprinters in the classic 100-meter 
final in which the United States made 
its worst showing in Olympic history 
as Frank Wykoff finished fourth and 
Bob McAllister, ypulling a leg tendon 
20 meters from the tape, came iu 
six and last. 

This follewed an equally stunning 
as well as colorful triumph for Lord 
Davy Burghley, of England, over the 
American favorites, Frank Cuhel and 
Morgan Taylor, in the 400-meter hur- 
dles, and defeat of three Yankee ham- 
mer throwers in final tests as Pat- 
rick O'Callaghan, Irish doctor, re- 
stored Celtic supremacy in _ this 
brawny event. 


A Popular Athlete. 


Seldom in the Olympic arena has 
a more popular hero been acclaimed 
than Lord David George Brownlow 
Cecil Burghley—more familiarly 
known as Davy. Even the American 
contingent, shocked though it was, 
particularly by the failure of Tay- 
lor, the champion and record holder, 
prose to cheer the smiling young Briton 
as he was carried off the field by 
teammates. Davy’s mother and father 
as well as his fiuncee were in the 
stands as in probably the best race 
in his career he gave America the 
first setback it ever received in this 
event. 


Running a heady race throughout, 
Burghley fairly earned his Jaurels, 
beating Cuhel by two yards and Tay- 
lor by three in a sensational final 
spurt, 


Warning of impending disaster to 
the American sprinters came at the 
very start of the day’s program when 
Henry Russell, considered an out- 
standing favorite, and Claude Bracey, 
were eliminated in the semi-finals. 
Each finished fifth and Wykoff bare- 
ly qualified, taking third in the 
second heat, which was won by Jack 
London, British negro, after McAl- 
lister buoyed American hopes by cap- 
turing the first heat, each winner 
tying the Olympic record of 10 3-5. 

It was all the more surprising 
when, two hours later, in’ the final 
Williams swooped into the tape first 
in time 1-5 of a second slower, while 
London and the German dark horse, 
Georg Lammers, finished ahead of 
Wrkoff, and W. B. Legg, the South 
African, nosed out McAllister for 
fifth, Whatever chances the Ameri- 
cans had were ruined by two breaks— 
a fulse start by Wykoff, which appar- 
ently rattled the young American, and 
the mishap of McAllister, who ob- 
vious Jeg pull 20 meters from the 
tape clipped the flying cop’s wings 
just when he needed them most. 

Not Ceunted Upon. 


Williams, giving Canada its first 
Olympic sprint triumph since Bobby 
Kerr won the 200 meters 20 years 
ago, was hardly considered good 
enough to bring along. He had his 
own trainer with him but did not 
take practice seriously and was not 
regarded as a contender even by do- 
minion enthusiasts, 

The Canadian’s great victory con- 
trasted with the worst setback Amer- 
icans ever have received in the event. 
America now has yielded the 100- 
meter crown three times but never 
before did worse than second, 

About the only solace the Yan- 
kees obtained out of the wreckage of 
some of their fondest hopes was the 
spectacular 800-meter running of 
Lloyd Hahn, who, in the toughest of 
three semi-finals, outran Phil Ed- 
wards, of Canada, and Sera Martin, 
of France, in 1 minute 52 3-5 sec- 
onds. Traveling three seconds faster 
than the winners of the other two 
heats, the Boston “express’’ thereby 
established himself as a favorite for 
tomorrow's final. Two other Yan- 
kees survive—FEarl Fuller. who beat 
the champion, Douglas Lowe, of Eng- 
land, and Ray Watson, who finished 
second to Bylehn, of Sweden, 

Aside from Hahn's great running 
in which he was forced to come from 
behind to beat Edwards, the 800- 
meter sensation was furnished by 
elimination of the German favorite. 
Otto Peltzer, the Teuton doctor, show- 
ed only a brief flash of speed, wilted 
badly in the last 200 meters and fin- 
ished fifth in a heat won by Fuller 
from Lowe by a yard. The fourth 
American, Johnny Sittig, was elim- 
inated in the fifth, Hahn's heat 


Irishman vanquished Swede as 
O’Callaghan won the hammer throw 
from Ossian Skold, Stockholm police- 
man, by a four-inch margin with a 
heave of 51.39 meters, the equivalent 
of 168 feet 7 1-2 inches.

The slain youth was last seen alive 
when he was walking away from the 
Smith farm with a fishing pole on his 
shoulder. The pole and lines were 
discovered near his body, which had 
apparently been hurriedly interred in 
a shallow grave near Mooney’s 
branch. 

Smith repeated the story he had 
told officers following disappearance 
of Walden last year—that he had last 
seen Walden “going fishing,” and had 
subsequently received a letter from 
him postmarked from a South Caro- 
lina town. 

Interest in the case is widespread, 
due to the general supposition that 
Walden was slain as the outgrowth of 
a moonshiners’ feud.

Macon, Ga., July 30.—()—Clif- 
ford Thompson, of Etewah, Tenn., 
convicted with his wife and Jim Moss, 
a negro, of murder, and sentenced to 
die Friday in the electric chair, was 
taken to the state prison farm at 
Milledgeville today by Sheriff B. H. 
Willbrooks, of Murray county. 

During a brief stop-over here en 
route to the scene of the execution, 
the prisoner protested his innocence 
to newspapermen. With him was the 
negro, who also is scheduled to die 
Friday. 

Mrs. Thompson, who is held in the 
Fulton county jail at Atlanta, re- 
ceived a similar sentence and now is 
awaiting the outcome of an appeal. 

The three were convicted of the 
murder of Coleman Osborne, Murray 
county store-keeper, during a holdup 
some months ago.

Delight, Is Due 


Fair weather, with moderate tem- 
peratures, is forecast for today by C. 
FF. yon Herrmann, United States me- 
teorologist. In fact, the weatherman 
said, the next few days will bring 
forth more fine weather, much to the 


delight of the cotten growers. 
Temperatures today are expected to 
range between 70 and 84 degrees, or 
practically the same as those of Mon- 
day.

MINERS, OPERATORS 
10 MEET IN CHICAGO 


Chicago, July 30.—(4)—Prospects 
for an early resumption of coal min- 
ing in Illinois appeared brighter than 
at any time since the fields shut 
down in April a year ago as delega- 
tions repreggnting both miners and 
operators wére in Chicago for a joint 
conference over a new wage scale 
scheduled for tomorrow. 

Both the operators and the miners 
held separate meetings today, prepara- 
tory to their meeting tugether tomor- 
row. 

The miners’ delegaion satisfied the 
action of the international policy com- 
mittee in laying aside the Jackson- 
ville wage scale at its meeting in 
Indianapolis several days ago. It was 
the Jacksonville agreement, which ex- 
pired in April, 1927, that the operators 
deemed unsatisfactory, causing the vir- 
tual closing down of the coal fields 
when the miners declined to accept 
any reduction from that agreement, 
and the operators refusing to con- 
tinue it. 

Now that the miners are unre- 
stricted by the Jacksonville scale, both 
they and the operators expressed the 
belief that the outlook for a new 
agreement was brighter. 

it was reported that the miners 
will seek a new scale of $6.50 a day 
for day and 94 cents a ton for tonnage 
men, compared with the $7.50 day rate 
and $1.08 tonnage rate under the Jack- 
sonville agreement. However, the 
operators, it was understood, would 
propose a $6 day rate and an 8&4-cent 
tonnage rate. 


GULOMBIAN ‘RED’ 


ORDERED DEPORTED! 


Bogota, Colombia, July 30.—(7)— 
Dispatches from Baranquilla today 
said Alberto Castrillon, Colombian 
workmen’s delegate to the last Moscow 
conference, had been ordered deported 
to Mexico by the departmental gov- 


ernor on instructions from the minis- 
ters of state and war. 

The action threatens to prolong the 
bitter congressional debate on the gov- 
ernment’s proposed anti-communist 
legislation, 

Castrillon, who was jailed immedi- 
ately after his return from Moscow, 
is appealing the decision, claiming 
Colombian citizenship. 

The anti-communism measures have 
passed the senate and are now under 
debate in the chamber of deputies. 
The debate has created interest 
throughout the country being marked 
by extreme bitterness and violent at- 
tacks by the minority spokesmen 
against the government. There have 
been frequent allusions to an attempt- 
ed dictatorship. 


RECOUNT ORDERED 
TO SETTLE BATTLE 
FOR FLORIDA POST 


St. Petersburg, Fla., July 30.—(”) 
A writ of mandamus ordering a re- 
count of ballots in connection with 
the state senatorial race in Citrus 
county was issued here today by 
Judge T. Frank Hobson, of the sixth 
judicial circuit. Judge Hobson de- 
nied the motion of the attorne for 
the Citrus county canvassing oard 
for a new hearing and notice was 
filed of intention of the respondents 
to appeal the case to the supreme 
court, 

The motion for a few hearing was 
based on the contention that Judge 
Hobson had erred in.permitting the 
introduction of the ballot boxes and 
ballots of districts three and five of 
Citrus county. 

The ballots were examined and tal- 
lied and while the count was differ- 
ent, it did not materially change the 
result of the senatorial race in which 
John E. King won by a narrow mar- 
gin over George W. Schofield. 


FEDERAZ JUDGE 

D. C. WESTHAVER 
DIES IN CLEVELAND 
Cleveland, Ohio, July 30.—“)— 

Federal Judge D. C, Westhaver, 63, 


one of the outstanding patent jurists 
of the United States, died at his 


home here last night after several 
months’ illness from heart disease. 

Early this spring Judge Westhaver 
went to Johns Hopkins hospital, Bal- 
timore, for treatment. Later he re- 
sumed his duties on the bench, but 
suffered a relapse six weeks ago and 
was forced to take to his bed. 

Appointed to the bench by Presi- 
dent Wilson in 1917 Judge Westhav- 
er drew attention by his decision re- 
leasing thousands of alleged draft 
dodgers because of the statue of limi- 
tations. 

It was Judge Westhaver who sen- 
tenced Eugene V. Debbs to federal 
prison for an alleged seditious speech 
which the socialist leader made at 
Canton, Ohio, during the world war. 

In recent years he had devoted al- 
most his entire time to patent liti- 
gations.

DIET AND HEALTH 


BY LULU HUNT PETERS, M D 


BANANAS. 


You have heard the story of the 
little boy who was asked by his teach- 
er how to spell a certain word? He 
spelled it correttly, and the teacher 
responded automatically: ‘That's 
good.” The little boy tersely. re- 
marked: “Gee, teacher, that’s mor'n 
good; that’s perfect.” 

X. wants to know if the banana is 
a good food. I feel like answering 
her as this little boy did his teacher. 


Bananas have come into their own 
in recent years. They used to be in 
disrepute, especially for children, but 
that was because they were given in 
an unripe state and not thoroughly 
masticated. Thoroughly ripe bananas 
(when they are thoroughly ripe they 
have specks of brown on their skin) 
are not only very delicious, but they 
contain a carbohydrate or sugar that 
is one of the most easily digested, 
and they are a good source of lime 
and iron. 

In a_ certain intestinal disease— 
celiac disease—in which children can- 
not digest the usual starchy fooids, 
it is found that they can digest ripe 
bananas, and these are given to the 
exclusion of all other starches. Chil- 
dren (and adults) suffering from other 
intestinal upsets can also take ba- 
nanas when they can’t take other 
starches. Infants as young as four 
or five months can take pureed ripe 
bananas, 

The caloric value of the banana, 
weight for weight, is higher than other 
fruits, so it is a splendid gaining food. 
For example, one banana, weighing 
5 1-2 ounces, is 100 C., as compared 
to one fresh apple weighing 7 1-2 
ounces, same number of calories.

Water Drinking. 

E.—Water comprises about two- 
thirds of the body weight. It is nec- 
essary for all of the body fluids and 
secretions, and it is a part of every 
cell in the body; it holds the food ele- 
ments in solution until they are de- 
posited where they are needed, and 
carries away waste products. 

About two and one-half quarts of 
water are eliminated normally from 
the lungs, kidneys, skin and intestines 
daily, and we must supply this loss. 
The normal should take from four to 
eight glasses a day, in addition to that 
which is taken in the food. Children’s 
bodies have a higher percentage of 
water than adult’s, so they need more 
water in proportion to their weight 
than do adults. 

It is a good practice to have regu- 
lar times for water drinking, say one 
or two glassfuls before breakfast 
(this can be taken moderately hot if 
liked) and one or two between meals. 
Children should always have some be- 
tween meals, and especially during hot 
weather. 

Yes, water drinking at meals is all 
right, E., unless excessive amounts are 
taken and unless it is used to wash the 
foods down. Ice water and other ice 
drinks are permissible in moderation ; 
these should be taken slowly, for if 
taken too rapidly and in too large 
amounts, they may cause severe intes- 
tinal disturbances, both in children 
and in adults.

Closing quotations on wheat were 
unsettled, 1 cent to 1 5-8 cents net 
lower, with corn 3-4 cent to 2 5-8 
cents off, oats 1 cent to 1 1-2 cents 
down, and provisions varying from“! 
shade decline to 20 cents advance. 

Favorable crop reports for wheat 
and corn alike supplemented the bear- 
ish effect today of increased supplies. 
Meanwhile Kansas City, St. Lauis and 
Omaha had 3,701 cars of wheat to- 
day, against 2,708 ears a year aso, 
and Minneapolis announced that new- 
ly harvested spring wheat had begun 
Word 
also was at hand that cutting of 
spring wheat had progressed upward 
into North Dakota. Unexpected down- 
turns in wheat quotations at Liver- 
pool ascribed to larger shipments 
from North America counted as an ad- 
ditional bearish influence. 

Lessening likelihood, too, that 
either the Canadian wheat crop or do- 
mestic spring wheat would be unfav- 
orably affected by black rust was an 
outstanding feature of today’s wheat 
news. 

Selling of 725,000*bushels of corn 
in storage here today put a heavy 
handicap on friends of higher prices 
for that grain. ‘The corn market 
showed an upward trend at the out- 
set, but prices soon gave way under 
selling induced by the fact that to- 
day’s receipts of corn here aggregated 
1.865 cars, and that another huge in- 
flux tomorrow was looked for. 

Provisions for the most part held 
about steady.

FLORIDA GROWERS 
GIVEN NEW RATES 


Washington, July 30.—(/)—A re- 
adjustment of freight rates on oranges 
and grapefruit moving from Florida 
producing points to all consuming ter- 
ritory in the United States and Canada 
which involves both increases and re- 
ductions was ordered today by the in- 
terstate commerce commission, ef- 
féctive October 10 next. 


The new scales prescribed for the 
orange and grapefruit shipments out 
of Florida were estimated to bring 
about more decreases than increases 
over present charges, but no esti- 
mates were made by the commission. 

The changes were made after con- 
sideration of complaints by the Flori- 
da railroad commission, supported by 
cooperative organizations and grow- 
ers. 


No Rate on Lemons. 


While the commission also with- 
held finding as to the rate on lemons, 
limes and pineapples, railroads were 
advised that there was no reason why 
these fruits should not be given the 
citrus rate, and the carriers were 
given a recommendation to make new 
schedules on the other fruits which 
will harmonize with the citrus rate 
schedules. , 

After October 10 the commission 
ordered rates on oranges and grape- 
fruit from Florida to central TIlli- 
nois and southern territory to be 
made equal to the existing sixth class 
freight rates. 


Mostly Decreases. 

In most cases the new schedules to 
this territory will result in decreases. 

To trunk line territory and New 
England, which includes the Buffalo- 
Pittsburgh zone and most points east 
jand north, the commission fixed a 
basis for new schedules at 40 per 
cent of the present first class freight 
rates.

General Improvement of Stock 
Market Becomes More Pro- 
nounced Before Higher Money 
Rates Cause Reaction—Report 
of U. 8S. Steel Corporation Ex- 
pected Today. 


New York, July 30.—Improvement 
in stock market sentiment occurring 


| throughout last week was in evidence 


| during the early trading today, stocks

| first hour when call money renewed at 
5 1-2 per.cent. In view of the heavy 
offering of funds on the outside call 
money market around the end of the 
last week at 5 per cent with some be- 
ing offered at 43-4 Wall street was 
expecting a renewal rate today of 51-2 
per cent. There was some selling of 
stocks when the call money market 
opened followed by a recovery and 
then more selling around noon when 
on month-end requirements the rate 
on call money advanced to 6 per cent 
with the Wall street banks calling 
some $30,000,000 loans to noon. Steel 
made a good showing in early trad- 
ing. Around the end of the first 
quarter of- this year the steel trade 
was blue, since then there has been 
decided improvement both in prices 
and buying. Wall street expects the 
Steel corporation to report immediate- 
ly after the close of the stock mar- 
ket tomorrow around $5.50 a share for 
common stock for the first half of the 
year. This would compare with $5.60 
for the first half of 1927. For the 
whole of 1927, the company earned 
$8.81 a share for its outstanding stock 
against $17.99 a share for 1926. 

Studebaker reports $4.44 a share for 
its common stock for the first half 
of 1928 against $4.37 for the first six 
months of 1927. There was an in- 
crease of 24 per cent in sales for the 
June quarter over a year ago. With 
practically the same earnings as for 
the first half of 1927 Wall street as- 
sumed that the company’s “overhead” 
was higher. There was also consid- 
erable outlay for new models. 

Rails Improved. 

Rails were better on the news that 
the government had readjusted mail 
pay which will result in $15,000,000 
more a year for the trunk lines. Back 
pay to 1925 will give the trunk line 
$45,000,000.

Wall street banks are afraid of what 

will happen in the call money market 

if in preparing for larger autumn 

trade the corporations begin altogether 

to call loans now being made in Wall 

street on stock exchange collateral, 
Idle Funds Easily Got. 

Until recently the Wall street banks 
allowed corporations and individuals 
around 2 to 3 per cent on deposits, 
the banks frequently lending the 
money in the call market and making 
up the difference. Today large indi- 
vidual depositors and corporations are 
lending idle funds in Wall street and 
getting the benefit of the higher rates. 
It is not natural to expect individuals 
and corporations in calling these loans 
to show as much consideration for 
the stock and money markets as the 
banks would under similar conditions, 
Competition is growing among Wall 
street banks soliciting funds from cor- 
porations and out-of-town banks to be 
loaned in Wall street, such business 
frequently resulting in other business. 
This subject is now uppermost in 
Wall street discussion.

The government estimate of the 
area now planted to cotton is 46, 
695,000 acres. 

The average abandonment for «20 


years ig about 3 per cent, or 1,401,- 
YOO acres. 

The indicated area to be picked in 
1928-29 is, therefore, 45,204,000 
acres, 

Assuming that this acreage will be 
picked during the coming season, the 
following crops are indicated upon the 
basis of the per acre yields specified 
(bales of 500 pounds gross, or 478 
pounds net): 

11,797,000 bales, if the yield is 
124.5 pounds acre, which is the 
low record of the last 20 years, 
reached in 1921-22. 

14,754,000 bales, if the yield is 
155.7 pounds per acre, which is the 
average for the last 10 years. 


15,890,000 bales, if jee yield is 


167.7 pounds per acre, which 1s the 
average for the last 20 years. 

19.823,000 bales, if the yield is 
200.2 pounds per acre, which is the 
high record Hg the last 20 years, 
reached in 1914-15. 

The above figures have. been work- 
ed out in an effort to arrive at a clear 
idea of the possibilities in so far as 
next season’s yield of cotton is con- 
cerned. From them, everyone may 
draw his own conclusions, but it is 
unlikely that there are many who 
think that the present crop outlook 
is better than the average for the last 
20 years. 

On this basis, the yield would be 
15,890,000 bales, provided the gov- 
ernment has not overestimated the 
acreage, as many think possible. Ap- 
proaching the subject from this angle, 
one naturally asks what a crop of, 
say, 16,000,000 bales would be worth. 
No oe or final reply to this ques- 
i tion 


possible, but a oe: an-i

swer may be made by pointing out 
that intelligent estimates of the con- 
sumption do not vary much from 16,- 
000,000 bales, and that a_ radical 
change in price is not to be expected 
when consumption and production are 
about equal. 


From this conditional tnypothesis, 
the effect of any change in either the 
supply or the demand may be con- 
sidered. 

In the early part of last week, the 
reports from the cotton fields were 
favorably construed, and a decline en- 
sued. But, later on, the talk of 
weevil damage and either too much 
or too little rain caused a recovery. 
As yet, however, there has been no 
real crop scare, and it remains to be 
seen what will happen if the trade 
becomes convinced that the yield will 
be under the average. Probably a 
sharp advance will be seen, for there 
have been few seasons for which the 
potential but unfilled demand has been 
as large as it is at present.

their shelves are barer than they have 


been for years. For the same rea- 
son, spinners have let their stocks of 
raw cotton run down, and any effort 
to fill the vacuum that exists all along 
the line might bring about a convul- 
sive advance. 

Meanwhile, an improvement in gen- 
eral trade is manifest everywhere. 
The stabilization of the French franc, 
the political unification ef China and 
the return to speculative normalcy in 
the American stock market have re- 
éstablished commercial confidence 
throughout the world, and as autumn 
of business activity seems to be in 
prospect. 

In view of the conditions and prob- 
abilities as thus set forth, a further 
decline in the near future would seem 
to be unlikely, and continued procras- 
tination in buying may prove to be 
a mistake.

OF OBREGON SAYS 


Mexico City, July 30.—(4)—Jose 
de Leon Toral, slayer of General 
Alvaro Obregon, was incited to his 


crime by a belief that he could by 
killing the president-elect solve the 
religious problems of Mexico, police 
declared in a formal statement today. 

That belief was fostered by a Cath- 
olic nun, Concepcion Arevedo, and a 
man named Manuel: Trejo, who fled 
after the assassination, the statement 
said. The nun is alleged to have as- 
serted in Toral’s presence that the 
difficulties of Catholics could be solved 
by the deaths of President Calles, 
General Obregon and the patriarch of 
the so-called Mexican Catholic church. 
Trejo, by Toral’s own admission, fur- 
nished the gun with which General 
Obregon was killed and taught the 
slayer how to use it. 

Others Not Named. 

Other persons, not named, are also 

declared to have worked Toral’s mind 


that made him believe that the killing 
was necessary. 

The youthful assassin, in a confes- 
sion to newspapermen today, asserted 
that no one else was responsible and 
particularly absolved Luis Morones 
and other labor leaders from the least 
blame. 

“Toral’s relatives say that while he 
was a Catholic he was not a fanatic 
or extremist and other persons must 
have influenced him to kill General 
Obregon,” said the formal statement 
issued by Chief of Police Rios Zer- 
' tuche. 


| The statement adds that Toral was 


'an associate of Humberto Projuarez, 
‘one of those executed last November 
|after a bomb attack against General 
| Obregon failed. He disliked the idea 
of bombing Obregon, the statement 
‘said, but later after hearing the views 
|of other plotters, decided that the gen- 
‘eral must be got out of the way. 

| Toral decided more than a week 
i before to kill the president-elect, ac- 
(cording to the police. He asked Trejo 
|for a pistol and practiced with it in 
‘a canyon behind the Church of Guada- 
lupe, the shrine of Our Lady of Guad- 
|alupe, Mexico’s patron saint. 

Police declared that two days be- 
fore the shooting Toral, concealing a 
, pistol in a camera, attempted to get 
near General Obregon as the latter 
'arrived in Mexico City from his home 
‘in Sonora. Pressure of the crowd 
kept him away and it was not until 
\the banquet at San Angel on July 17 
that he was able to carry out his pur-

ROADS CARRYING MALL 


GET PAY INCREASE 


| Washington, July 30.—(P)—Rail- 
|roads carrying mail for the postof- 
‘fice department were awarded an in 
| creased pay of approximately $15,000,- 
‘000 per year under terms of an in- 
'terstate commerce commission order 
| today, and in addition granted a lump 
'sum of approximately $45,000,000 for 
underpayment which the commission 
held the government had made since 
July, 1925. 

A majority of the commission held 
‘that trunk line railroads were entitled 
|to increases of 15 per cent over the 
| present compensatjg@n to become ef- 

fective August 1. 

The petitions for the increase hav- 
ike been filed in July, 1925, the com- 
‘mission ruled that the carriers would 
‘be entitled to collect the new rates 
\from that time. Independent shor* 
‘lines operating over distances of un- 
der 100 miles were granted an in- 
‘crease of SO per cent over their pres- 
|ent compensation, but the commission 
‘refused to allow a change in the sys- 
'tem of making mail rates and denied

Ford’s Rapid Production Is 
Beginning To Show Effect on 
Market; Roumania Attempting 
To Stabilize Currency; Note 
Issue Planned To Follow Pro- 


gram of France. 


BY JOHN F. SINCLAIR, 
Ford competition is now having its 
effect once more. Ford production in 
January was 7,471 cars. * This has 
increased monthly and the June fig- 
ures show 68,026 cars were made this 
month, 


The Ford Motor company was the 
only large producer to show a_sub- 
stantial gincrease in June over May. 
Ford is now ranking second. 

Total production for the United 
States and Canada reached its peak 
in May, when 460,038 cars were pro- 
duced. June production was 425,113, 
a decrease of 34,125; the July figures 
are awaited with interest. One thing 
is certain, Ford competition will be 
an increasingly important factor for 
the remainder of the year. 

It now looks as if the automobile 
production record of 1926, when 4- 
503,510 cars and trucks were manu- 
factured, will be closely approached 
this year with a probable output of 
about 4,400,000 units. 


Rumania has decided to stabilize 
her money—the lei, Ordinarily the lei 
is worth a little more than 19 cents.

“Our first task is to present to the 
world a united Rumania,” he said 
to me. “When that is accomplished 
we probably will need some credit from 
rich America to reestablish our cur- 
rency. Rumania is destined to be one 
of the greatest nations of Europe.” 


The United States consumes about 
two-thirds of all the crude rubber 
produced in the world. This is a huge 
total, for the production now is nearly 
ten times what it was 20 years ago.

| tons, of which the United States con- 


sumed a little more than 372,000. 
The United States produces no rub- 
ber in commercial quantities. It must 
all be purchased from other nations. 
The bill is large. It “amounts an- 
nually to more than $500,000,000,

“T am only in the first stage in 
finding the plants that have rubber 
in them,” he observed. “I have tested 
4,000 plants and have found 580 that 
have rubber that will grow in the 
United States.” 


When asked whether prosperity 
would continue in the United States, 
Mr. Edison replied: “The great curves 
which illustrate the rise of prosperity 


ways rise at an angle. My opinion 
is that they will rise for many years.” 

Asked man’s chief object in life, Mr. 
Edison said: “To be as happy as pos: 
sible. He apparently is a_ useless 
mechanism so far as | can see.” 

“How much money is required. for 
his happiness?” 

“If he is Scotch, $800 to $1,000 a 
year will be enough.” 

The famous inventor, shrewd, in- 
dustrious, wise, has another quality 
of golden value—a sense of humor. 


The automobile driver is becoming 
more careful. Figures released last 
week by the U. S, department of com- 
merce show that in 77 leading cities 
for the year ending July 16 about 
20 people.a day were killed by auto- 
mobiles.’

Disgust tor Law 
DueT oAttorneys, 
Judge Declares 


New York, July 30.—(#)—In an 
address before New York lawyers to- 
day a federal judge from Texas laid 
at the door of the legal profession 
what he termed disgust with the ad- 
ministration of law. 

Lawyers who are guilty of unethical 
conduct were to blame, said Judge 
William H. Atwell, who now is sitting 
in the eastern district of New York, 
at a luncheon of the Federal Bar asso- 
ciation at the Lawyers’ club, 

“TI don’t share the view that the 
prefession of law is either honored or 
revered in the layman’s world, either 
now or anciently,” said Judge Atwell, 
“Cursory reading of the Scriptures 
will show that even then lawyers 
were weighed in the balance and found 
wanting.” 

He denounced the type of lawyer 
who is more learned in chicanery and 
sharp practices than in the law, to 
whom the layman goes when his case 
is desperate rather than just, and who 
uses the law to defeat the law. 

“The constitution, which was writ- 
ten and lives to protect all men, is 
used not to protect men in their rights, 
but largely to defeat men in getting 
justice,” Judge Atwell said in a plea 
for more fairness in questions, argu- 
ments and positions taken before the 
court by both prosecution and defense 
in trials. 

The juryman is unable to discover 
any difference between the lawyers 
for both sides when they “spar like 
roosters for victéry,” he said.
